Executions Will 
Be Discussed at

HAVANA, Cuba (AP) — Fidel 


Castro said today he has invited 
350 newsmen and commentators 
from the United States and Latin 
America to attend a giant rally 
called in Havana Wednesday to 
show support for his speedy trial 
and execution of Batista hench- 
men. 


The revolutionary chief said he 


also had invited U S. congressmen 
who "in recent days have severely 
criticized the executions of war 
criminals by the revolutionary 
army." 


A statement from Castro's press 


headquarters said personal invita- 
tions had gone out to the foreign 
journalists A spokesman said five 
planes would be sent to Miami to 
pick up those wishing to attend 
and another plane might go on to 
Washington. 


"We have extended the invita- 


tion " Castro's statement said, "so 
that the truth of what is happening 
in Cuba may be told to all citizens 
of every country in America We 
believe that if the truth is known 
any misunderstanding that has oc- 
curred in recent days regarding 
the situation in our country will 
disappear " 


Castro has called for a half mil- 


lion Havana residents to turn out 
Wednesday to back his regime's 
rejection of foreign criticism of the 
speedy execution of those con- 
victed of killing opponents of ex- 
dictator Pulgencio Batista 


The auxiliary Roman Catholic 


bishop of Havana, Msgr. Alfredo 
Muller, Sunday night endorsed the 
executions, r e p o r t e d to have 
reached 207 throughout Cuba. 


Appearing on a television inter- 


view with revolutionary chief Fidel 
Castro, Bishop Muller said he per- 
sonally opposes capital punish- 
ment but that the church permits 
it on some instances.

David L Lawrence's 
inaugural 


addiess Tuesday is expected to be 
conciliatory and almost unprece- 
dently short 


Walter Giesey, - the incoming 


governor's 
executive 
secretary, 


said today Lawrence would keep 
his speech under 15 minutes and 
would outline a program for the 
Commonwealth without attacking 
any person or party. 


An inaugural address of only 15 


minutes, compared to those for an 
hour or more at past inaugurals, 
would set a new record for brevity 
in recent years. 


Lawrence becomes the 102nd 


governor of Pennsylvania at a 
noon ceremony that might attract 
as many as 40,000 spectators to 
the newly painted, white-columned 
inaugural stand at the foot of the 
steps to the state capital. 


It will be a joyous occasion for 


Democrats'who for the first tune 
in state history will see the inaug- 
uration of a Democrat succeeding 
another Democrat in the gover- 
nor's chair. 


A conciliatory speech from the 


former Pittsburgh mayor would 
be a sharp contrast to the frght-

New Governor of 
Alabama Warns 
On Segregation 


MONTGOMERY, Ala. (AP) — 


John Patterson, sworn in as gover- 
nor today, warned Alabama Ne- 
groes that continued pressure for 
integration will mean the closing 
of their schools. 


He promised to use every power 


to keep the schools segregated, 
and appealed to Negroes to turn 
against "the agitators of your own 
race whose aim is to destroy our 
school system " 


Patterson took the oath of office 


in the climax of an inaugural 
pageant from which Negro high 
school and college bands were 
barred on Patterson's orders. 


Patterson advocated passage of 


a law to close any school "where 
military or other forces are em- 
ployed by the federal government 
to police their operations" 


He also recommended legisla- 


tion to cut off all public funds to 
any school where the segregation 
bars are lowered 
. 


Patterson is the youngest gover- 


nor in Alabama history. He is the 
son of the crusading crime fighter, 
Albert L. Patterson, whose mur- 
der 4^ years ago touched off a 
massive vice cleanup in Phenix 
City.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Missile 


weapons and space vehicles fly 
high in the budget proposed to 
Congress today for the year start- 
ing next July ]_ 


The Pentagon, in asking for a 


540,945.000,000 spending 
budget, 


said it would lay out 800 million 
dollars more for missile produc- 
tion and missile research than for 
the piesent year. 


Missile costs were not itemized 


separately, but President Eisen- 
hower has said missile programs 
are costing nearly seven billion 
dollars this year. 


In addition to defense spending, 


the newly created National Aero- 
nautics and Space Administration 
would be given a 280-milhon-dol- 
lar spending budget, compared 
with 153 millions for this year. 


Expenditures by the Atomic En- 


ergy Commission, Eisenhower told 
Congress, are expected to hit a 
record $2,700,000,000 in fiscal 1960 


The budget does reflect one 


trend toward easing of tension in 
atomic armaments The President 
said that in view of the Ameri- 
can offer to suspend weapons 
tests, the budget contained no 
money for such tests 


The military budgef of 540,945,- 


000,000 is 145 million dollars high- 
er than estimated spending for the 
current year. 


Offsetting some of the higher 


missile costs will be abandonment 
of some older, outmoded weapons 
types. 


Also, Eisenhower said sufficient 


progress has been made on new 
weapons in development to per- 
mit elimination of some marginal 
weapons still being develojjed. 
—The 'manpower—of-^the' armed 
forces will be little changed at 
2,520,000 It is the first year since 
the end of the Korean War that 
substantial cuts in military man- 
power have not been proposed.

lantic Coast states. Below zero 
readings were reported in sections 
of the Northeast. Some warmer 
weather was indicated in the north 
and middle Atlantic states as well 
as in the Southeast 


The main area of wet weather 


covered by the storm extended 
from northern Missouri and east- 
ern Iowa across northern Illinois 
and Indiana and northward into 
the upper Great Lakes 


Rain or a mixture of rain and 


snow fell near the southern bor- 
ders of the wet belt Blowing and 
drifting snow was reported to the 
north, with driving conditions re- 
ported hazardous in some areas 
Falls ranged from one to two inch- 
es in a six-hour period during the 
night.

High Court Rules 
Against Virginia 
Integration Laws 


RICHMOND, Va (AP) — Vir- 


ginia's m a s s i v e resistance to 
school integration laws apparently 
collapsed today m the Virginia Su- 
preme Court of Appeals. 


The court in a 5-2 decision ruled 


against the Almond administration 
in an action testing the validity 
of the payment of tuition grants 
for private schooling and related 
statutes 


It was not immediately clear 


how the court ruled on school 
closure and fund cut-off laws, but 
since they were directly involved 
apparently they-toppled with the 
tuition payment statute 


The delay in the specific ruling 


on these other statutes was caused 
by a hold-up of the court's formal 
opinion as well as the dissenting 
opinion of Justices Harold F. 
Snead and Willis D. Miller. 


Chief Justice John W. Eggleston 


announced the court's decision 
tersely to a crowded courtroom.

Ailment Dies After Surgery 


PHILADELPHIA (AP)— Saundra 


Lou Keller was born with a dis- 
eased heart and the mark of early 
death upon her. 


But she lived for 18 years and 


her short life was filled to over- 
flowing with the love of foster-par- 
ents and her twin sister, who was 
blessed from birth with glowing 
health. 


Saundra Lou, who came into the 


world unwanted by her natural 
parents, died in Hahnemann hos- 
pital Saturday. 


She had been taken there by Mr. 


and Mrs. William Keller, of Frank- 
lin, Pa., who adopted her when all 
others despaired of her survival. It 
was hoped that an operation would 
remove the affliction and grant 
the girl longer, normal life. De- 
spite all mat science could do, 
however, she died. 


Saundra Lou's adoption was a 


second inspiration. 


The Kellers had lost their young- 


er son when he was only 19 days 
old. Mrs. Keller could bear no 
more children. Yet neither she nor 
her husband wanted to rear their 
surviving son, then four years old, 


as an only child. 


So it came about that the sister, 


Susan Ann, was adopted. 


The Kellers did not know at first 


that she was a twin. They learned 
that later and insisted upon taking 
Saundra Lou also, notwithstanding 
practically unanimous counsel to 
the contrary. The children's aid 
people, the charity doctors, the 
welfare consultants all said Saun- 
dra Lou did not have long to live. 


The Kellers gave no ground, 


though, and finally won out large- 
ly because they met every objec- 
tion with: "If what you say is 
true, doesn't this baby more than 
ever need the love and care of 
parents." 


At Children's Hospital in Chica- 


go doctors said the same .thing— 
a hopeless case. They advised the 
Kellers to return the child to the 
orphanage. 


"They 
just 
didn't know how 


much I loved my new baby," Mrs. 
Keller said in reliving those dajs 
of anxiety and hope that was 
never for a moment abandoned.

RESORT AREA INDUSTRY POTENTIAL 


Representatives of the Warren County Develop- 


ment Association and the Area Chamber ol Com- 
merce at a luncheon held Saturday noon in the 
c«dar room of the Blue & White Restaurant have 
reason to be much encouraged and optimistic 
over the report made by Peter Stern, of Arthur 
D. Little Company, Boston, who is conducting a 
study on the county's potential for recreational 
and vacation use. 


The preliminary report to local business and 


civic leaders including the County Planning Com- 
mision, was made after Mr. Stem had spent two 
days in the section as part of his study to deter- 
mine the potential for tourist attraction and rec- 
reation facilities as a future industry for the area. 
The first part of the week he was in Harrisburg 
and Pittsburgh in connection with the survey. 


Mr. Stern, on the basis of preliminary study,' 


says that the potential is tremendous for a year 
around resort area industry, although much of the 
information submitted appears 10 be contingent 
on whether or not the proposed Allegheny River 
E.eservoir at Kinzua becomes a reality. He listed 
as main assets for the section: 


The Allegheny National Forest: Kinzua Dam 


and the lake it will create; the Allegheny River, 
which will be improved in event the dam is con- 
structed: the natural scenic beauty in a good geo- 
graphic location, near Buffalo, Pittsburgh and 
Cleveland, and the fact that both public and pri- 
vate lands are available for development. 


Mr. Stern points out that it will take consider- 


able time, money and effort to organize and de- 
velop the potential in order that thes quality of 
standards for resort faciliaties are maintained. 


As a result of his report there is no doubt but 


that the County Development Association and the 
Planning Commission will concentrate their ef- 
forts in arriving at the best possible land use in. 
the area for recreation.

debt. 


For fiscal 1960; Eisenhower fore- 


cast revenues of $77,100,000,000— 
a rise of nearly nine billion dol- 
lars. He said tax receipts will be 
swelled to near-record levels by 
"a rapidly advancing economy." 


By the President's calculations, 


present 
revenue 
laws 
alone 


wouldn't produce a balanced budg- 
et. He is asking Congress to pass 
legislation that would increase 
budget receipts by 600 million dol- 
lars in fiscal 1960. 


Eisenhower proposed raising 350 


millions by again boosting postal 
rates, which went up only last Au- 
gust. He will submit details on this 
and other revenue proposals later. 


The federal gasoline tax would 


be hiked to 4% cents a gallon, 
irom the present 3 cents. The add- 
ed revenue—more than 600 million 
dollars the first year—would go 
into a special trust fund to finance 
roadbuilding. Eisenhower said the 
increase, designed to keep the 
trust fund in the black, should go 
into effect July 1 and expire on 
June 30, 1964. 


Anticipating Democratic claims 


that he is being too thrifty, Ei- 
senhower said his budget "re- 
sponds to national needs, with due 
regard to urgencies and priori- 
ties, without being 'either extrava- 
gant or unduly limiting." 


"We cannot, of course, under- 


take to satisfy all proposals lor 
government spending," he de- 
clared. 


The President said his propos- 


als "are realistic and can be 
achieved with the cooperation of 
the Congress." He conceded a lot 
also depends on "popular support 
and developments in our economy 
and in the world."

At one time, elk were so 


plentiful in Pennsylvania that 
a county was named after them. 
Market hunters, man's greed 
and the complete lack of game 
laws crowded the last of these 
noble animals out of the Key- 
tone State about 1875, and add- 
ed the name, "elk,1' to the 
lengthening obituary of extinct 
birds and animals that were 
once native to Pennsylvania. 


The early English colonists 


rejected the Shawnee Indian 
name of "wapiti" for these 
great beasts. Instead, they pre- 
ferred to use the name of the 
European moose which had long 
been called elk. 


For thousands of years, vast 


herds of wapiti had thrived in 
what is now the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania. Their only ene- 
mies were I n d i a n s , timber 
wolves, 
and mountain 
lions. 


Then came the white man with 
his nfle, plow, and axe. Habitat 
destruction by lumbering and 
forest fires, and herd destruc- 
tion by market hunters a'ccom- 
phshed in a few decades what 
Indians and predators 
could 


never have achieved. The elk in 
Pennsylvania were now only a 
memory 


After second growth timber 


clothed the hills of Elk County, 
and wildfire and outlaw hunting 
were brought under control, elk 
were re-introduced. The success 
of 'this experiment depended 
upon men of good will. No long- 
er were they any predators to 
kill .the young calves. There 
was food and natural shelter. 
Hunting was prohibited. 
The 


small herd had every reason to 
thrive.

an elk and a. white-tailed deer, 
but in Pennsylvania a-man with 
a striped jersey was once shot 
for a zebra, a hunter dressed 
in a fur coat was shot out of 
a tree for a bear, and men have 
been killed because they were 
mistaken for ground hogs. 


There have been three known 


illegal kills of elk in 1958 in 
the county of that name This 
leaves an estimated herd of 
only eleven elk in the county. 
If this trend continues, it is not 
hard to predict the fate of the 
elk herd 
No amount of law 


enforcement can entirely pre- 
vent illegal kills. As • long as 
the vicious and the incompetent 
have the run of the woods, 
there will be violations of the ! 
game laws. F'ew violators es- 
cape being apprehended, but 
neither a fine nor imprisonment 
can bring back the elk that 
crashes to the ground •with a 
high powered bullet through its 
vitals. The price of liberty is 
eternal vigilance. The same 
price must be paid by sports- 
men and other men of good 
will in helping law enforcement 
officers to cope with this prob- 
lem of illegal kills if the musi- 
cal bugling of the wapiti, or 
American elk, is to be heard 
in the forest glades of Elk 
County.
